Court Rules It ’s M u rd e r to S ta n d W h e n 
Life Is Threatened. 


Trenton, N. J . —In an opinion filed 
here recently by C h ief Ju s tic e Gum- 
m ere sustaining a conviction of m u r­ 
der in the second degree the suprem e 
court says: 
“ A person upon whom an assault is 
m ade so violent in its character a s to 
endanger his life or threatens him w ith 
serious bodily harm is not justified or 
excusable in standing his ground and 
killing his assailant if he can avoid tin* 
Im pending danger by retreating.” 
The case w as that o f Nunzio di M aria 
of H arrison, w ho w a s sentenced to 
from tw en ty to th irty years in prison 
for shooting F ra n k Barb er. 
The charge of the tria l court to the 
ju ry regarding the la w of self defense 
w as the only ground fo r reversal of the 
conviction. The instruction objected t 
w as that the defendant had a right to 
save his own life.

FATL PLAYS STRANGE 


PRANK WITH SAILOR 


A ft e r C r o s s i n g O c e a n In an O p e n B o a t 
H e L o se s H i s Life In R iv e r 


Lorain, O. — Ludwig Eisenbraun, a 
German sailor, who was drowned here 
recently in Black riv er, was treated 
v ery strang ely by fate. 
Eisenbraun 
was the hero of one of the g reatest 
feats in marine history , achiev ed when 
lie crossed the Atlantic ocean in a 
nineteen foot dory . 
After encountering furious storms at 
sea, facing death a score of times in 
his frail open boat, he lost his life 
when his hand slipped on an icy rope, 
which lie was using to climb to the 
dock of a lake steamer on which lie 
was a watchman, and fell back into 
the riv er. 
On April 11, 1903, Eisenbraun sailed 
from Boston harbor in his dory , Co­ 
lumbus II. On Nov . 23 of the sam e 
y ear he docked his craft at Gibraltar. 
Once in a storm his boat was cap­ 
sized, and lie lost water,and prov isions. 
He righted the boat, and twTo day s 
later was reprov isioned by a British 
steamer. 
He steered his craft ag ainst a sleep­ 
ing whale, and the aroused monster 
nearly capsize 1 him. 
Eisenbraun bad been a sailor on the 
great lakes for fiv e y ears. 
lie was 
forty -eight y ears old.
